There were five suicides in Chicago in 
one day this week, and during the first 
18 daje in April there were ever one 
hundred in the United States. The Chi­ 
cago Tribune, in making comments on 
the condition of things, says: “It the 
mania of 
self-destruction 
continues 
throughout the year ae it has begun, the 
Dumber of tuicides will reach over 2,500 
in the country at large, vfrich will be 
nearly double the number i f last year. 
The increase cf the suicidal mania, in­ 
deed, through a series of years is appal­ 
ling. In 1881 the number was 605, and 
every 
year since 
that time 
it bas 
steadily 
increased 
until last 
year 
it 
reached 1,487. 
From 
the 
1st 
of 
January to the present date the 
Dumber is 698. There is a general im­ 
pression that suicides are confined to 
comparatively unknown unfortunates. 
This is true to a certain extent, but dur­ 
ing the last three months the suicides of 
prominent persons have been numerous. 
Three clergymen, three postmasters, six 
physicians, twelve well-to-do merchants, 
seven office-holders, three lawyers, three 
bankers, four railroad officials (one of 
them a president) two artists, 
three 
mayors, one journalist, one army officer, 
and two capitalists for various reasons 
have voluntarily shuffled off the mortal 
coil. 
Where is this thing to end?'’ 
The students of moral science havfc 
been at work for years trying to find 
some explanation of this rapidly in­ 
creasing 
mania for 
self-destruction. 
But 
as yet their labors 
have 
not 
been attended with muob success. They 
are no wiser now than at first, exoept 
probably, that they are surprised to find 
so many well-to-do men, who apparently 
are not diseased, committing suicide. 
It used to be thought that insane per- 
Bons, or persons driven to over-power­ 
ing madness, were the only ones who 
committed suicide; but the investigations 
of the scientists reveal the fact, that to 
all appearances, men and women in sound 
mental condition take their own livest 
and that those who are free from des * 
perate madness and as well free from the 
heartaches caused by disappointed love, 
calmly put bullets id their hearts or 
beads, or bury themselves in water, 
To be sure there ie no explaining this, 
borne men and women get tired of living 
and they take themselves out of the way. 
They prefer the grave to all the co alerts 
of a home, they would x athar have eter­ 
nity thin be bothered with time, and 
they have the courage to end their exist­ 
ence. 
This is the sum and substance of 
the whole matter. 
But it may throw some li^ht in this 
strange question to give the experience 
of a certain business man who was once 
interviewed on this subject. 
He said he 
bad several times thought of suicide, 
He regarded himself mentally sound, and 
bad no. business or domestic troubles, 
but there were not enough attractions 
in

life 
to 
wed 
him 
to 
it 
yery 
strongly, 
and 
as 
he 
did not dread the future, he came to the 
conclusion that it woald baa good thing 
to die instantly and without pain. 
He 
claimed that he could look at the ques­ 
tion of death by tnicide I with just as 
much coolness t f judgment and clearness 
of intellect as when he managed the bus­ 
iness of the great firm which he repre­ 
sented, Bcd cf which he was the leading 
spirit.

OVER $3,500,000 IN ASHES. 


A TERRIBLY DESTRUCTIVE FIRE 
IN NEW YORK. 


Fairbank’* Refinery, Two Big Elevators, 
ah a| tn t Rossiter Stores Among 
tho Buildings Destroyed. 


The legislature adjourned sine die hi 
4:15 on Friday. Iu the assembly there 
were 22 members prtsent, and 6 in the 
senate. In each house ti e final message 
of the governor, containing numbers of 
bills which he bad signed, was received. 
The assembly bills approved numbered 
fifty-two and those of the senate eight. 
Of the number submitted tot hie signa­ 
ture, four were pocketed and another 
had a nairow escape. 
Among the 
measures pocketed was the Inebri­ 
ate 
bill, providing for the 
setting 
aside of two wards in each rtate hospital 
for the insane, for the care aud treat­ 
ment of inebriates. The ground on 
whioh signature was refused was that 
the bill contemplated changes wbioh 
would necessarily cause a large increase 
Jn the ex Dense of maintaining the hos­ 
pitals for the insane, and that to defray 
such expense no adequate provision had 
been made by the legislature, no ap­ 
preciation being contained in the bill. 
It was a mischievous bill, and was 
passed, Dy some means, without the 
proper amendments agreed to by the 
committee on charitable and penal in­ 
stitutions. 


N e w Y ork, April 20.—The biggest and 
fiercest fire New Yorkers have witnessed in 
this generation swept the east hank of the 
North river clear Friday from Fifty-ninth 
street to what would be Sixty-fifth street 
if that street ran to the river. It destroyed 
more than $1,500,000 worth of property 
belonging to the New York Central rail­ 
road, and at least $500, OO ii worth of lard, 
flour, and tho like, belonging to other per­ 
sons, notably N. K. Fairbank, the great 
Chicago lard merchant. 
The flames de­ 
stroyed the two big elevators “A” and 
13,” of the \ andor hilt system; a big brick 
building stretching from Fifty-ninth street 
to Sixtieth street, and occupied jointly by 
the Fairbank lard refinery and the Rossiter 
stores,^ and wiped out the dock property of 
tho New \ ork Central railroad system 
from Fifty-ninth to past Sixty-fifth stroet. 
At least one man was killed in his head­ 
long flight from the fire at the first out­ 
break. 
A number were injured jumping 
from the windows of the burning building, 
but in the terror of the conflagration it was 
impossible to obtain a complete report of 
the casualties. 
The following list includes 
tho killed and injured so far as is known: 
The K ille d and Injured. 
HENRY RENNING, single, 694 Tenth ave­ 
nue, a workman in Fair bank’s refinery, killed 
by Jumping from a third story window. 
J o h n J o h n s o n , 
617, West 
Forty-third 
street, likewise a workman in Fairbank’s re­ 
finery, severely injured on the back by Jump­ 
ing from a window. 
Ch a r l e s B r o w n , 6 j j 
West Forty-third 
street, severely injured about the head from 
the same cause. 
William J. Noble, fireman of engine No. 
2, prostrated by the heat while at work at the 
foot of Fifty-ninth street. 
Edward H. Tobin, fireman, likewise pros­ 
trated by the heat. 
Rumors were rife all the evening that a 
number of workmen had been caught and 
burned in the Fairbank refinery, but it has 
been thus far impossible to ascertain tho 
truth of them. 
At least 250,000 people 
turned out to watch the brilliant sight 
from the police lines on Twelfth avenue, 
/.ll the Wed; Side streets were blocked, 
and the elevated trains carried swarms up 
and down town to swell the crowds. 
The 
police reserves were called out to preserve 
order. 
Every fire engine above Four­ 
teenth street was called out in the work of 
extinction, but the firemen fought against 
tremendous odds, first owing to the resist­ 
less rush of the flames and second because 
of the conformation of the ground in tho 
locality, which is upon a slope from higher 
ground to the Hudson river.

A stone coping twenty-five feet below 
the window caught hor body, but her skull 
was crushed so as to make it certain that 
she can not live. 
« Her uncle, Ii. M. Hull, clerk of the Sen­ 
ate, so lost his presence of mind as to leap 
after tho child. 
He barely caught hold of 
the coping and saved himself from being 
dashed to pieces on the ground, 200 feet 
below.

F ive U tah M ission aries Takon O ut and 
W h ip p ed by A la b a m a C itizens. 
St. L o u is, Mo., April 20.—Information 
comes from Halo county, Alabama, that 
five Mormon missionaries were severely 
whipped and driven from tho county last 
Monday night. 
These men had been hold­ 
ing meetings among tho ignorant classes 
of the country, and had formed a colony 
to go to Utah. 
This had been carried on 
against the judgment of tho better class 
of people, but no action to stop it was 
taken until the last issue of tho Ozark Star 
advised the citizens to tar and feather the 
Mormons and drive them away. 
This was enough. 
Monday night some 
forty of the so-called best citizens of the 
northern part of the county, without tho 
slightest attempt at disguise, surrounded 
tho house of Gid Irons, a recent convert, 
who was entertaining tho five missionaries. 
Without delay they were brought out, 
stripped to the waist and tied in a row. 
Then each of th9 regulators, with a long 
switch, struck tach prisoner a sounding 
blow. 
By the time the last blow was 
given two of the men had fainted and the 
others were wet with blood. 
After the 
whipping tho men’s legs were given a 
thick coating of tar and feathers aud they 
were warned to. leave instantly or suffer 
death. 
Irons was told that if the Mor­ 
mons were found in his house again he, too, 
would be whipped. 
The names of the Mormons are Asa F. 
Hixson, J. H. Hagadom, M. F. Miller, 
John W, Pearce and Uncle Morrison. They 
have gone to Henry county, but it is cer­ 
tain if they attempt to hold meetings there 
they will again be whipped. 
Their follow­ 
ers in Dale county talk of avenging the 
whipping, but if anything of that kind is 
attempted bloodshed may follow.

A B aca for Life. 
The fire broke out in the southwest corner 
of the Fairbank refinery, where workmen 
were busy at the time setting up a new 
lard-cooling 
apparatus when 
tho 
fire 
started, how no knew and probably never 
will know. 
Soaked in grease as the old 
building was, it was aflame in an instant. 
From the ground floor the fire swept up­ 
ward to the roof, almost with the speed of 
thought. 
The men at work in every story 
dropped their tools and ran to save their 
lives. 
The staircases formed a glowing 
chimney, throwing out fire through every 
floor. 
The windows presented the only 
means of escape. 
Pursued closely by 
flames men flung themselves out by scores 
headlong, and behind them burst out the 
flames. 
How many were there no one 
could 
tell. Thoso who came out were 
picked up and carried away by their 
friends, shuddering to think that some 
might have been left. 
Crying wives and 
mothers crowded the police lines shouting 
for their husbands and sons, or begging 
nows of them. 
They were turned back 
and bidden to look in the throngs for those 
they sought. 
They would, the policemen 
hopefully said, probably find them there. 
The fire swept on. 
Tho Fairbank refin­ 
ery, the old establishment of the W. J. 
Wilcox company, stands upon tho water 
front between Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth 
streets, occupying half of a building 200 
by 200 feet, that filled out the block. 
The 
refinery was on the south half, the Rossiter 
stores for general merchandise on the north 
side. 
A n U nequ al C om bat. 
The firemen took their stand on a Iqgck 
wall which divided the buildings and en­ 
deavored to stop the progress of the flames. 
The fire beat against it and heated it red 
hot. 
Other brick walls and the roof fell in 
upon it, but it stood like a rock. 
Any­ 
thing save such a fire it would have 
resisted, 
but 
flames 
led 
by 
melt­ 
ing and 
flowing 
lard 
burn fiercely 
and leap high. 
They leaped above anti 
around the sturdy tarrier and reached 
across Sixtieth stroet and the dock slip. 
Over there stood the first and the largest 
of tho enormous grain elevators of tho 
Now York Central railroad. 
It was eleva­ 
tor “ A,” the construction of which cost 
$500,000. 
It stood presenting its gable 
end to tho flames that were blown toward 
it. 
Once that caught fire there would be 
no escape for elevator “ B, ” 500 feet farther 
up tho river, and no telling where the fire 
would stop, for beyond were freight sheds 


j innumerable. 
Between tho elevators on the water front 
I and Twelfth avenue were first twenty-seven 
railroad tracks which no fire engine could 
cross, and a half-mile of stock-yard pens 
equally impassable. 
Chief Shay saw this 
and led his men to a very Ufo struggle in 
order to save the elevators. 
He telephoned 
for fireboats and they came to his assistance. 
But the efforts of the valiant men were in 
vain. 
The tremendous heat from the fire 
across the street dried and warped the 
wood work of the big frame building. 
Though it was sheathed with corrugated 
iron and protected by slate, it shriveled up 
like withered leaves, the slates fell from its 
sides in a red-hot rain, a thin, blue, film 
smoke arose from its roof and sides, then a 
tiny wreath of something darker curled from 
one of the corner windows, a dull, red light 
showed behind it. 
A shout went up: 
“There she goes!” and then came a burst 
from half a dozen windows at once, and 
the building was on fire. 
The covering Of 
slate and iron rolled off in immense crack­ 
ling crusts, the flames shot upwards for 
hundreds of feet, and burning pieces of 
material slid and flew in all directions with 
vicious force. 
. 
T he R o ssiter Stores B u rn ed . 
Tho Rossiter stores still stood dark aud 
with closed iron shutters. 
But the frater 
thrown by the firemen sizzled and boiled 
when it struck them, betraying the burn­ 
ing heat within. 
The northwest corner of 
the wall swayed a moment, then it fell 
with a thundering crash. 
The entire build­ 
ing was soon in flames and presented an 
awe-inspiring sight. 
The heat was most 
intense, and it was found advisable to clear 
a number of the stock yard pens. 
The 
huge elevator was soon destroyed and the 
flames began their attack on the second 
elevator. 
This building was consumed and 
at l l o’clock, when the fire was controlled, 
a half-mile of ruin sent out a furnace heat. 
The elevators had about 150,000 bushels of

P u r c e ll, I. T., April CO.—A battle oc­ 
curred 
Friday 
between United States 
officers and boomers and thirty boomers 
were taken prisoners. 
Seven of them were 
severely wounded and one deputy marshal 
was slightly hurt. 
A raid w as made by United States dep­ 
uty marshals Friday afternoon on boomers 
who had disregarded the law and taken up 
claims in Oklahoma. 
For some days men 
on horseback and in w agons have been seen 
fording the South Canadian north of P ur­ 
cell and disappearing in the timber to tho 
eastward. 
| 
Men who caille in from hunting trips 
reported having seen large bodies of boom- j 
ers moving in a northeasterly direction, ' 
and a hunter who arrived Thursday de­ 
clared that ho had found a man plowing 
in a secluded valley about twenty miles 
from Purcell. 
The troops under Lieut. Carson scouted 
for the last time through this region about 
three weeks ago, and when they reported 
there was none to prevent tho would-bo 
settler entering this country except tho 
United States deputy marshals, who at 
that time were kept busy day and night in 
curling the bad characters who had in­ 
fested tho] place. 
W ithin three days the 
force of deputies has been largely in­ 
creased. 
Friday at sunrise thirteen prairie schoon­ 
ers, well manned, crossed the Santa Fe 
tracks below tho city and forded tho river. 
Tho drivers urged their animals with whip 
and clubs and tho train was across and out 
of sight before many of the residents of 
Purcell were stirring. 
A prominent citi­ 
zen saw them, however, and he acquainted 
others who have staked out claims and hope 
to occupy them soon after noon Monday 
next. The story soon gained general circu­ 
lation and before noon a meeting was held 
in the Methodist church. 
fi ho feeling against the trespassers ran 
high and inside of thirty minutes a half- 
dozen fiery speeches had been made. 
It 
was finally decided that tho chief deputy 
marshal bo called upon to try to expel tho 
raiders. 
Ho said ho would do so aud im­ 
mediately scut ono of his assistants to rally 
his men. 
In tho afternoon tho chief deputy, ac­ 
companied by thirteen 
assistants, rode 
dowTn to tho river and took tho sumo ford. 
There was a fresh trail loading to tho 
northeast and tho party followed this at a 
gallop. 
About four milos out one of tho 
men noticed a thin cloud of smoke rising 
above tho cottonwoods to tho right. 
A 
halt was called and throe of tho party re­ 
connoitered. 
Thoy discovered four wagons 
about 300 feet from the trail and five mSn 
seated ai ouml a fire eating their dinner. 
These wero unceremoniously ordered to 
“ hitch u p .” 
The chief deputy told them 
that if they delayed their outfits would be 
confiscated. 
Tho enterprising boomers were thorough­ 
ly scared anil in less than fifteen minutes 
wore on the back trail in charge of ono of 
the deputies, who was ordered to escort 
them across tho river and then picket tho

fording place until his comrades returned.

Silver mining upon an extensive scale 
s to l>e begun in the mountains near 
Richmond, Va., as soon as the weather 
will permit. 
In connection with the be­ 
ginning of this industry there is an in­ 
teresting and unasual story Almost from 
the period of the first settelment of the 
country there has been a popular 
belief 
that a silver mine of considerable rich­ 
ness existed somewhere in the middle

About 1859, however, 
a slave 
named 
Gaiter accidentally found the silver-bear­ 
ing ledge, and took the story to his 
master, with the offer to reveal the Inca 
tion If he could be assured of the freedom 
}f himself, wife, and son. 
The master, 
thinking it was only a ruse on the part of 
;he colored man to get away to the North, 
refused to take any stock in the alleged 
discovery, and the John Brown raid, to­ 
gether with the outbreak" of the war, 
caused the silver legend to be completely 
xst sight of. 
Gaiter and his 
family 
moved to Mount Pleasant P a , where ho 
lied a few years ago, but not before he 
had confided his secret to his son Henry 
Henry made a number of secret trips to 
ihe secret mine and secured a considerable 
quantity of the metal. 
A short time a£o 
he visited this place and entered into 
aegotations with local capitalists. 
They 
were so impressed with his story that 
ihey consented to purchase a large tract 
xf wild land in tho mountains a few 
miles south of the igwn. 
As soon as that 
was accomplished they entered into an 
agreement with Gaiter to give him one- 
fourtli of the net proceeds of the mine. 
This Gaiter assented to, and the old 
slave's son is now there 
overseeing tho 
preparation of the papers. 
The com­ 
pany formed has ample backing, and 
active oporqtion will be begun os soon os 
he agreements are completed and signed. 
Gaiter has with him a silver brick and a 
number of specimens of ore taken from 
the mine, and the rock is rated at an ex­ 
ceptional richness. 
The affair has creat­ 
ed much excitement since it became 
public.

Shingling the Hair. 
Henry Mover, who runs an under 
ground barbar shop in Park How and 
who has a wide stock of information on 
other subjects besides that of barbering, 
| said to a New York Evening Sun man: 
“The old custom of lathering a man’s 
twice during shaving process has practi 
I cally fallen 
into the soup. 
It still 
prevails, however, with a few barbers 
who cling to obsolete customs. A single 
| application of lather is sufficient for all 
practical purposes, moistening the skin 
with a sponge being sufficient for the 
second application of the razor.” 
‘ Why is soap lathei used upon the 
face?” Asked the writer. 
“Because nothing else will answer the 
same pupo3e. 
Experiments have been 
made from time to timo with glycerines 
and oils, but none of them would answer. 
Shaving soap has just 
sufficient alkali 
to neutralize the effect of the natural oil 
in the hair and to take away the stiffness 
from the beard.” 
••Why is it, Mr. Mayer, that so little 
hair oil and unguent are used nowa­ 
days?” 
“The late war destroyed the necessity 
for hairdressing compounds a rather 
curious way,” was the reply. 
“Previous to the war of the rebellion 
it was the almost universal style to wear 
the hair long, sometfmes even reaching 
down to the shoulders. For the sake of 
convenience and also for comfort, the 
soldiers had their hair cut short, thus 
promoting both comfort and cleanliness. 
After the war this style became popular. 
It proved destructive to a very profitable 
part of the barber’s business. 
Formerly 
barbers derived a large income from the 
sale of hair oils and pomades, but in this 
degenerate age this business is reduced 
to more labor in handling the scissors 
and razor.” 


A Day'* Proceeding at Springfield—Wis­ 
consin Botong Adjourn. 
S puing field, 
111., April 20.—In tho 
House the Johns election bill came over 
from the Senate Friday and was read a 
first time and referred to the committee on 
elections. 
Mr. Paddock’s bill to fix tho time within 
which an execution may issue on a judg­ 
ment of a justice of the peace, and with­ 
in which a suit may be brought upon such 
judgment, was passed. 
Mr. Huppins’ bill to define the duties of 
railroad, steamboat, 
transportation and 
stock yard companies under proclamation 
of tho Governor scheduling territory on 
account of splenic or Texas fever among 
cattle, was passed. 
Mr. Trench’s bill f amending tho law in 
regard to 
volunteer 
assignments 
was 
passed. 
Mr. Fowler’s bill amending the revenue 
law in regard to the time of redemption 
of property sold for taxes was passed after 
long discussion. 
This measure makes radi­ 
cal reduction in tho rates of interest on 
projierty sold for taxes, and is aimed 
particularly at tax-titlo sharks. 
In tho Senate this morning ■ the Chil ago 
annexation bill was read a second time and 
ordered to a third reading. 
Tho appropriation bills for tho Illinois 
and Michigan canal, the Illinois Dairy­ 
men’s association, the Illinois university at 
Urbana, and for the State Laboratory of 
Natural History and tho expenses of the 
State Etomologist’s office wero each road a 
second timo and advanced to third reading. 
Tho bill making appropriations for im­ 
provements at tho Northern Hospital for 
the Insane at Elgin was passed without 
objection. 
The bill to pay to tho widow of the late 
Representative John J. Teefey the salary 
her husband would have earned had he 
lived through tho present sexton of tho 
General Assembly was read a third time. 
Senator Johns said he recognized tho 
generosity of the General Assembly in 
seeking to pass such a bill, but he feared 
such an appropriation might not bo legal. 
He therefore moved to make the further 
consideration of the bill a special order for 
next Tuesday. 
Tho motion was lost and 
tjio bill passed by a unanimous vote. 
Senator Bogle’s bill changing the timo 
of holding the Supremo court passed witli 
only one opposing vote, that of Senator 
Leeper. 
Tho bill provides that the Su­ 
premo court shall sit at Mount Vernon on 
the first Tuesday in May and tho third 
Tuesday in November; at Springfield on tho 
first Tuesday in January aud the first Tues­ 
day in June, and at Ottawa on tho first 
Tuesday in March and the first Tuesday in 
October of each year. 
Representative McLaughlin’s House bill 
requiring the wages of employes to be 
paid semi monthly was read a first timo 
and referred to tho committee on judiciary. 
Tho bill amending the banking law at 
the last general election was read a second 
time and ordered to a third reading. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to 
have tho Merritt anti trust bill read a first 
time, and tho Senate adjourned until 
o’clock Monday evening.

With the gluey substance which it has ac­ 
quired in nature’s store it cementa the sand 
md little particles of wood around its 
body with marvelous skill. 
Its head and 
front parts are somewhat like a fly or Ut­ 
ile beetle, as It has strong claws. 
When 
ta overcoat or house is finished, with all 
.lie modern improvements, it stops rolling 
md begins to crawl on the bottom against 
Jie current until it reaches a rock, under 
which it takes refuge from trout and oth- 
;r enemies. There it remains in peace and 
lecurity all through the summer. In win­ 
ier it closes up the front and only door of 
ts cabin and doubtless sleeps the sleep of 
he just. 
When spring returns and the 
water begins to pet warm it manages to 
hin down the walls of its habitation, from 
which, of course, the water is already ex­ 
celled, until it becomes sufficiently buoy 
int to beardie tenant to the surface. Then 
t floats along, looking like an insignifi- 
ant fragment of a rotten twig. 
Sudden 
under the rays of the sun the upper 
cordon of this affair bursts open. 
It is a 
coat now, with one little passenger aboard 
a beautiful green fly, known bv trout 
isliers as thc“green drake. ” Perfectly safe 
n Ilia little vessel, this green drake en­ 
joys the sunshine. 
He scratches bis 
wings with his toes, combs his hair with 
ais lingers, and takes some long and lazy 
Wretches. 
Then, as if struck with a new 
dea, he raises his wings, hesitates a mo­ 
ment to consider his future career, and at 
ast flies off to make new acquaintances 
in another sphere of life. 
Unfortunately 
fcis want of experience on wings is too 
>ften fatal to him. 
His ability and pro­ 
pensity to walk upon the water seem to be 
>f questionable utility; but he gets there 
is if to look down upon the miserable 
world from which he came. 
Lost in rev 
;rie and serene happiness, he floats along 
carelessly and then suddenly disappears 
in the jaws of a hungry trout, where his 
variegated career ends.

Falls this season. The contracts on the 
Spokane Norther, leading north into the 
Colville conn try, and that will ultimately 
connect with the Canadian Pacific R. R , 
have been let, and work has commenced 
upon it. These with the aid of other en­ 
terprises will establish Spokane Falls 
upon an unquestionable business basis. 
These backed by the mild, healthy cli­ 
mate will form attractions that will he 
readily appreciated and improved. None 
visiting the coes! should fail to get a (top 
over, see the city and take a trip out into 
the Palouse country, situated southeast 
of Spokane Falls, that is the great grain 
belt north of the Snafte river. 
One will 
strike tbe prairie country about twenty 
miles from Spokane Fails. After riding 
a while you will wonder if it is alias billy 
ss the portion along tbe railroad. Should 
you |cocolude that, you will conolud* 
fight.

acre, and the coat of raising lower, grain 
cid be raised 50 per cent cheater here 
than in Wisconsin. 
Until now horses 
have been raised bere 75 per cent cheaper 
than in tbe east. 
Great numbers of 
horses have been raised here at a coat of 
$25 per 
head, and 
when auld have 
brought from $100 to $150 per head. 
Bat they ars not raised so cheaply now, 
as the bunch grass is not as plentiful 
since the plow has learned to sit upright 
on tbe hillside. Land and stock has in­ 
creased 25 per cent since the 1st of De­ 
cember, and grain brings a good price. 
Tbe weather is pleasant and springlike. 
Last winter the thermometer did not 
sink but three degrees below zero.
